In the meantiiuo the ruaungeinent liave 
to take the rcspon.sibility nnd bear tho 
outlay of preliminary oxpense.s, such 
advertising, securing subscriptions, itf. 
The minister of the interior, Hon. D. 
L. ]M.V0PUEn.S0N, i.s of opinion that tho 
plans of the propcsed .society may bo 
carried into tjflcct, v.itli little or no 
uiodification, at lea-st only .such can 
l>e made by the gov. gen. .in council. The 
government as a whole is disposed to look 
upon the scheme with the utrao.st fav- 
or, while somo iailuential members of 
it will further it by every means in 
their power. Of course as the name of 
the propo.sod colony imiilics, it will be 
si'ttled on slricLly teniporauc:c jirinci- 
jileSjUO liquor being allowed to be uian- 
tifactiired, imjjortcd or Kold within its 
i imits. . It is, believed that not only 
will many total abstainers stielc homes 
for thomselves and their fainilica in 
such a .settlement as this ljut thou.sands 
of inebriates also wlio liavo not the 
moral stamina to break ofV iruui intox- 
icating liquors when they are surround- 
ed by teinptations of every description. 
Tboso will hail with delight such an 
agreeable reformatory where it \'rill be 
impossible to obtain tho poisonous and 
perilous stuff. The promoters of this 
apparently feasible and philanthropic 
scheme have till September next in 
which to perfect their arrangementa 
and complete the bargain with tho Do- 
minion CJovernmont. Already sub- 
scriptions are coming in very rapidly 
from all sections of the caBterii prov- 
inces and it ia expected that much ma- 
terial aid will be forthcomiui;; not only 
from the British Islands but from the 
continent of Europe and tho United 
States. Tho scheme will shortly be 
thoroughly advertised by tho sending 
of pamphlets, circulars and other print- 
ed matter to temperance organizations 
throughout the world, showing the ad- 
vantage of such a .setileuiont and giv- 
ing an opportunity for all so disposed 
to obtain stock in the lands to be offpr- 
ed for sale.

She'luisbci'ii chartered by 
Welch, Uithet X Co. to load salnnui tor 
Liuuliui. 

The British ship Kirk wood, loaded with 
coal from Nuwcoatlo, Now South Wales, 
arrived ofl' the Columbia river bar on 

.■Sunday the "Oth ult., without a pilot. 
The cai)taiii found lii.s ship alongside the 
outer buoy ot Point .■Vdaiiis. .Sighting 
(he next buoy he coiicIiuUmI to venture in, 
hoping to iiLiko the chaniu-l by the buoys. 
His sliip was drawing ninoteon foot of 
water. He entered the south channel with 
the bar breaking right across. Ho had a 
short but very rough experience among 
the heavy breakers before his ship plowed 
tluciugh tho sands to deep soundings, 
which she dill after a few ll'.umps on the 
bottom. 'J'hree tiiuoa as she touched the 
breakers rolled over her, ami one heavier 
than the rest, stove in the cabin, tilling it 
with water, and lifting the captain, mate 
and several men from their feet -and hurl- 
ing them with such violence that all wert! 
more or less injured. Either by good 
luck or by good management the ship 
was at length s.ifely anchored m Tie- 
channel near tho Great Republic wii'ik, 
and this luornitig was .safely towed into 
.\storia harbor by the tug Columbia. Cap- 
tain Sinnott was laid up v,'itli a very ie- 
vere scalp eat and bruisi-d shoulder. I'lii^ 
lirst otTicer received a severe injury to one 
of his logs. One man had an arm and an- 
other a rib broken. .-\ll had a very nar 
row escape. This is Capt. Siiinott's first 
voyage to the Columbia. He passed very 
near the same spot where the Glen Fern 
drawing only 11 foot was wrecked two 
weeks ago. The south channel has nut 
been used fur deep water vossela fur more 
than a year, and no pilot would have at- 
tempted to liriiig tho Kirkwood in even 
with a tug. Kseape from cnniplete wreck 
is nothing short of miraculous. 

The ship City of Brooklyn, Capt. Pat 
tersiui, experienced a ver^' rough passage 
from Rio Janeiro. Shortly after lea\ iiig 
that port she met with a territie southeast 
storm. Then the trip round tlio Horn was 
.also tedious and diflicult. Two of her 
sailors died on tlio passage and aiiollier 
aitemiited suicide by seriously mutilating 
himself m a lit of insanity. The unfor- 
tunate man is now in conlinomont, it is 
feared, permanently bereft of reasoti. Capt. 
Patterson is also conlined to hia ship 
by sickness. The vessel is for orders.

Ezplcroi. 

Tho steamer Grapplcr arrived from 
Wrangel ond way porta at 9 o'clock last 
evening with Mr. John Walsh government 

prospector and four f r five other white 
men, some 30 Chinamen and sovenvl In- 
dians. iNfr. Walsh and his company 
started otl' in two directions after getting 
well up the Skeena in order to get over a 
larger district of country, each detach- 
ment being supplied with Indian help. 
Thsy examined thoroughly all the north- 
eastern branchca of this river, prospecting 
every stream coming in from that direc- 
tion." The country there is not a gold 
bearing one to any extent. The party 
then struck over a low divide not more 
than 10 miles across to streanis emptying 
into the Findlay branch of tho Peace 
Rivor. This section of the Province has 
the apjiearancc of beinj much more likely 
to produce gold in paying ijuantitiea. 
Slate and ipiartz were found in abund- 
ance, and small prospects in many places. 
Sinne 25 or '.iO streams were visited and 
named in what is called the Bear lake 
region. By the time the parly reached 
those streams the season was far advanced 
and time would not admit of a very 
thorough examination. The mountains 
are baro of vegetation but tho valleys aro 
open and grassy, and particularly free 
from fallen and thick timber. In this 
respect tho prospectors were not hindered 
in the least in their movements. Moose, 
(.'ariboo, bear, grouse and other kinds 
ot game wore found in the greatest 
abundance, it being no uncommon 
thing to huvi' a conijle of cariboo in camp 
at the same time. Fish is also wonder- 
fully [ilentifiil. Before going over to the 
streams eiiiptyiiig into the Findlay the 
Seslnnt branch of the Skeena was follow- 
ed to itsveiy source, but the country along 
ilus stream and its bi-aiichcs is of the stimo 
forbidding character. The i)arty pene- 
trated fully 350 into the interior of tho 
country. The prospectors are fully of tho 
o]union that placer diggings will be found 
on (he tributaries of the Findlay and that 
a season .-^pent in I hat region would de- 
velop a iniuuig section that uould pay, if 
not largely, at least good wages. Tinibor 
although not abundant enough to be 
troublesome is yet to be found in suf- 
li< lent quantities for all purposes. Gi-asa 
ill tho greatest profusion covers all tho 
\;illeys and fur up the sides of the moun- 
tains. In fact nothing appears to be want- 
ing to sup]dy ihc wants of a mining popu- 
lation if gold can be found in paying 
quantities; and every member of tho party 
is of o|>iniun that this is only a question 
of time and a littlo more persevering ex- 
ploration.

Hobon, and 
was lirst opened for tlie reception of 
visitors on .laiuiai y 1 hh, ISIH. The 
portico of four lotty columns on the 
north side, was added in 1829, during 
the administration of President .Jack- 
son.
